WAR AIMS 


REPEATEDLY in the United 
States, in connection with the 
debates and discussions of the 
past few months, the demand 
wag made that Great Britain set 
forth ‘her war aims, British 
statesmen did not respond very 
readily-to-this-demand, and the. 
reason for their attitude is not 


‘| difficult tp find. They knew, and 


thought the world ought to 


know, that the primary aim is 
the defeat of Hitler. That, they 
held, ought to be sufficient for 
the present. As Miss Dorothy 
Thompson, who has a genius for 
tearing away non-essentials, 
puts it, ‘the aim of the 
democracies is to survive. 


However, this is a war of 
ideas ag well as a war of nations. 
It is essential, if democracy is to 
survive, that Hitlerism, which is 
only old tyranny in modern 
guise, and which is the central 
idea -behind the totalitarian 
states, should be downed. 
Hiterism as well as Hitler must 
go. , This is, apparently, what 
Mr Roosevelt meant when he 
stated In his radio talk: i 


“We will: not accept a Hitler- 
dominated world and we will not 
accept a world like the post-war 
world of the. 1920's, in which the 
seeds of Hitlerism can again be 
planted and allowed ta grow. 


“We will accept only a world con- 
secroted to freedom of speech and 
expresslon—freedom of every person 
to worsi!p God in his own way— 
freedom from want and freedom 
‘trom terrorism.” ; 


And it is what Mr Anthony 
Eden meant when he said to a 
London audience: : 


“Our policy arid military terms of 
peace will be designed to prevent a 
repetition of Germany’s misdeeds, 
Under the system ‘of free economic 
co-operafion, Germany must play o 
part. But here I draw a firm dise 
{inction. te ‘ 

“We must never forget: that Ger~ 
many {s the worst-master Europe has 
yet known, Five times in the Tost 
century she has violated: the peace. 
She must never be.in-a position to 
play that role again,” 

.Mr. Eden has adopted 8 
British objectives the four free- 
doma enunciated by the  Presti- 
alent—freedom of speech; free- 
dom of religion, freedom from 
want'and freedom from fear,

Newspaper trains are 
stiit running, almost to the samo 
schedule which they kept before the 
war, True, the size of ‘the news- 
papers has decreased and they will 
soon be even smaller, This is not 
due however, to any lack of ability 
to produce a fullesized newspaper, 
but merely because the -newsprint 
shortage ts ucute, 3 

British newspaparo are still selling 


ves permanent record—the fact thnt 
the newspapers themselves, some of 
whom had large and some ‘small 
stocks of paper, pooled all their paper 
resources und introduced a voluntary 
syatem of self-rationing so that no 
one newspaper, by reason of its fore- 
sight or luck, should have an ad- 
vantage over uny other, 

This {s merely .another instance 
of how Jn war-time Britain ali In- 
ternal differences or disagreements 
are forgotten, when a common cause 
unites. Then, too, the newspapers 
are co-operating to obtain their pulp 
and their labour from Newfoundland 
and Canada. When Norway was 
occupied, they chartered their. own 
ships und started the system which 
ig now still working perfectly. 

The delivery of papers in the 
black-out and the blitzes has been 
another problem. Some of the.news- 
paper oMces have been bombed,

Their heaviest problem fs one of stall, 
for very many of the younger journ- 
alists and members of the adminis- 
trative staffs have joined the Forces 
and it has been nearly impossible 
to find ‘replacements for them.

In dealing with this physical side, 
it must be stressed that even if the 
whole of a national newspaper bulld- 
ing, with its machines and its staff, 
was destroyed by a bomb, that news- 
paper would still appear the next 
day olthough possibly in a reduced 
form. : 

For long before the war national 
papers, ‘had established alternative 
printing arrangements all over the 
country, . Fortunately, most of them 
are already printing in two or more 
centres, Since war come, the emer- 
flency arrangements were put into 
execution and now most national 
papers print not only at their Head 
OMenT but also ~at- their-alternative 
bases, ie beg 

This mearis, therefore, that some 
two-or three pluces would have to 
be wiped out in the sume night to 
stop-a newspaper from appearing— 
an eyent so unlikely as to be almost 
impossible. 

There {s, however, more to it than 
the physical problem. It is what 
British newspapers contain — thelr 
news and -Its ‘presentation, their 
leading article, the views of their 
renders and the like—that really 
symbolises the feeling of the people 
of Britain. British newspapers have 
retained thelr right of criticism, thelr 
right of {ree comment. . 


Resources Pooled - 
The British are proud that they 
are uble to say what they think 


whenever they think it und British 
newspapers mre us proud of being 
able to write what they believe. 
Some of the effects of-the puper 
shortage have already been men- 
tioned. One aspect, however, deser- 


blown to picees. 


One or two of the provincial papers 
were forced by .alr raid conditlons 
temporarily to suspend thelr publica- 
tion.

The best parallel is that of a 
frown-up son who is living at home, 
He is not bound in any way to obey 
his parents wishes, but yet he always 
asks his parents first if there Is any 
objection to his doing what he wants 
to do. There Js no compulsory cen« 
sorship’in Britain—instead thera Ls 
a voluntary censorship, 

No one is compelled by law to 
submit anything to anyone, but every 
newspaper docs willingly submit. its 
essentinl parts every day so that 
nothing lilkkély to be of use te the

: Four men of the famous desert patrol, stranded in the 
Libyan wastes after a sharp fight with the enemy, were faced 


with a grim choice. 


Should they make for the 
nearest Italian post, 80 miles 
away, and surrender? 


Or should they try to walle the 
2907 nifles” to freedom—and risk" w= 


‘lmost certaln death? 


They chose the chance of free- 
dom, and began one of the most 
amazing Journeys in the history of 
the British Anmy. 

It was described recently {na 
broadcust by an officer of the Middle 
East Command. . 

The men were Trooper Ronald 
Moore, D.C.M., of Tahopl, New Zea- 
land; Guardsman John Easton, of

As_ they 
fought over piles of dead bodies 
already there, many more persons 
were killed, completely blocking the 
exits. 


The struggle was so fierce that 
many fingers were found hanging on 
electric wires.. These belonged to 
the unforlunates who held on to 
wires in a vain attempt to climb over 
{he deud. bodies, About 2,000 per- 
sons later left vin the entrance, 
through a private dugout connected 
with the tunnel, while another 2,000 
persons went out after one exit was 
finally cleared of dead bodies Per-

Casualty figures have been grossly 
exaggerated, It was even rumoured 
tHat 12,000 people. were kilied, 
although the total number of people 
taking shelter were only about 6,000, 
The first check up of dead bodies 
found at the exits gave oa figure of 
about 600, but a final check-up re- 
vealed killed and wounded between 
1,200 and 1,500--certainly not more. 


The majority of those killed be- 
longed to the poorer clngscs, as all 
Government officers nnd the wealthy 
classes have access to better private 
dugouts. Formerly. the duty, of 
maintaining order in public dugouts 
was In the hands of on alr-raid pre- 
cautlon corps, but now.this duty has 
been taken over by gendarmes, who 
have ‘wider powers of discretion.— 
Reuter.

REPEATEDLY in the United 


States, in connection with the |’ ' 


debates and discussions of the 
past’ few months, the demand 
wag made that Great Britain set 
forth her .war aims. British

thought the world ought to 


know, that the primary aim is’ 
the defeat of Hitler. That, they 
held, ought to be sufficient for 
the present. As Miss Dorothy 
Thompson, who has a genius for 
tearing away non-essentials, 
puts it, the -aim = of the. 
democracies ig to survive. 


However, this is a war of 
idens as well as a war of nations. 
It is essential, if democracy is to 
survive, that Hitlerism, which is 
only old tyranny in modern 
guise, and which is the central 
iden behind the totalitarian 
states, should be downed. 
Hitlerigm as well as Hitler must 
go. This is, apparently, what 
Mr Roosevelt. meant when h 
stated ‘in his radio talk: : 


“We will not accept a Hitler- 
dominated world and’ we will not 
necept a world like the post-war 
world of the 1920’s, in which tho 
reeds of Hitlerlsm can again be 
planted and allowed to grow.

How Britain’s Newspapers 


Are Beating The “Blitz” 


_  LONDON.—One of the few things constant in the changing life of war-time 
Britain has been the punctual arrival cach day of the newspapers. . ' : 
In war-time os in peace-time the British family expects ‘its daily paper as-a 


matter of course, just as it‘assumes that it will be re 


light, water, coal and a thousand and one things. 


Only ‘people who have worked 
inside a ‘newspaper’ office’ and 
who have watched the machines 
jn movement, who know how a 
newspaper is made, can appre- 
ciate the achievement of those 
whose job it is te see that this 
daily service ig in fact main- 
tained. 

‘The physical effects of the war 
on British newspapers huve really 
been slight. Newspaper tralns. are 
sul running, almost to the same 
schedule which they kept before the 
war. True, the size of the news- 
pupers has decreased and they will 
soon be even smalicr, ‘Thig is not 
due however, to any lack of ability 
to produce a full-sized’ newspaper, 
but merely because the newsprint 
shortage és ucute. - 

British newspapers are still selling 
at the same price as before the war, 
Their heaviest problem is one of staff, 
for very many ‘of the younger journ- 
aHsts and members of the adminis- 
trative staffs huve Joined the Forces 
and it has been nearly Impossible 
to find replacements for them, 

Alternative Workshops 


In dealing, with this physical side, 
it must be stressed that even if the 
whole of, a national newspaper build- 
Ing, with its machines and its staff, 
was destroyed by a bomb, that .news-~- 
paper would still appear the next 
day olthough possibly in a reduced 
form, 

“For long before the war national 
papers .had estublished alternative 
printing arrangements all over -the 
country. Fortunately, most of them 
are already printing in two-or more 
centres. Since war came, the emer- 
gency arrangements were put into 
execution and now most national 
.papers-print_notonly_at_their Head 
Office but also at their alternative 
buses, ‘ 

This means, therefore, that some 
two or three places would have to 
be wiped out in the same might to 
stop o newspaper from appearing— 
an event so unlikely as to be almost 
impossible, 

* There is, however, more: to it- than 
the physical problem. It Is what 
British newspapers contain — thelr 
news and its presentation, thelr 
feading article, the views of their 
readers and the Iike-—that really 
symbolises the fecling of the people 
of Britain, Britlsh newspapers have 
retained their right of criticism,.thelr 
right of free comment, 


Resources Pooled - . 
The British ore proud that they 
are .able to say what they think 
whenever they think it and British 
newspapers are us proud of being 

able to write what they believe. 
“Some of the effects of the paper 
shortage have already been men- 


ves permanent fecord—the ‘fact that 
the newspapers themselves, some of 
whom had Jarge and some small 
stocks of paper, pooled all thelr paper 
resources and introduced a voluntary 
system of self-rationing so that no 
one newspaper, by reason of its fore- 
sight or luck, should have an ad- 
vantage over any other, F ‘ 
“This is mercly another instance 
of how in war-time Britain all in- 
ternal differences or disagreements 
are forgotten, when a common cause 
unites, Then, too, the newspapers 
tre co-operating to obtain their pulp

The best parallel! is that of a 
irown-up son who is living at home, 
He is not bound in any way to obey 
hfs parents wishes, but yet he always 
asks his parents first if there is any 
objection to his dolng what he wants 
to do. There is no compulsory cen- 
sorship in Britaln—instead there is 
n voluntary censorship. 

No one is compelled by law to 
submit anything to anyone, but every 
newspaper docs willingly submit its 
essential parts every day so. that 
nothing likely to be of use te the 
encmy, can appear,

CHUNGKING, (Central News By Airmail).—Word has 


been received in Chungking Catholic circles that Father Vincent 


de Paul-Martin, 29-year-old Bel 
- killed by Japanese shelling durt 


gian missionary doctor, was . 
ne the battle in the Chungtino 


Mountain Range in South Shansi in May. . 


At the time of chis death 
Father Martin was captain of 


| the medical corps of a Chinese 


Division in south Shansi. Two 
of his best Chinese Friends, Dr 
Hsiao Chi, superintendent of a 
Chinese field hospital, and_ the 
Intter's sister, Miss Hsiao Ling- 
yi, head nurse, and the majority 
of the 300 members in the 
medical corns, mostly Catholics, 
were killed at the same time. 

In carrying out his duty Father 
Martin always went to the very front 
line. Severnl times he chad met 
danger. ‘Early in 1939 he and on 
number of co-workers were caught 
in the cross-fire of Japanese machine. 
nuns, Thanks to no small mound 
which provided cover, they escaped 
unhurt, 

Native of Namur 

A notive of Namur where hla 
father is ‘still director of the public 
health department, Father Martin 
studied medicine . at Louvain 
University for-three years. Before 
he graduated, however, hig interest 
shifted to religion and he took up 
theology in the same university. 

While in the university, one day he 
heard the late Father Vincent Lebbe, 
naturalised Chinese citizen also of 
Belgian birth, lecture on China. He 
came so completely under the in- 
fuence of Father Lebbe’s selflessness 
and ‘love. for the Chinese that nt the 
{ime of hls orduinment in 1036 he 
chose his mentor'’s first name Vincent: 


‘las hiy.own first name. Shortly after-" 


wards he came to China and was 
assigned to Szechwan to work in the 
Catholle Church in Nanchung, north 
of Chungking along the’ Chialing 
River, * 

In War Area . 

The outbreak of the Sino-Japanese 
war jin 1937 found Father Martin 
studying the Chinese tanguage and 
learning the Chinese way of living. 
For he had decided to relinquish his 
Belgian nationality in favour of 
Chinese citizenship. 

Father Martin Ieft the Nanking 
monastery in November, 1938, ta join 
the North China War Area Service 
Corps under Father Lebbe who then 
bad his headquarters in the Chungtlao 
Mountain” Range. In February” he 
following year he was appolnied 
lesder of the medical corps of a 
Chinese Division. ‘ 

Last autumn Father Martin fell 
sick, When General Ho Ying-chin 
heard of his sickness, he ordered the 
commander of the Division to which 
Father Martin was attached to release 
him for cure and reeuperation in 
The sick man, however, 
wired back: “I won't Ieave Chung- 
tiaoshan until victory 1s won.” 

Succoured Wounded 

In every battle Father Martin led 
his men to the firlng line to rescuc 
the wounded. One night he saved 
the Hives of 69 wounded soldiers 
wwhom he and’ his men carried back 
from the blood-soaked fAeld under 


enemy fire. ‘Once he was short of 
medical supplies. He cabled. to his 
father and two brothers, all medical 
practitioners. In. Namur, A few 
‘months later $30,000 worth of 
medicine and other supplies were de- - 
livered to him, * 7 

In May, 1940, news of. the death” 
of his. younger brother, Dr Pierre. 
Martin, was received in Chungking. 
The latter was then serving Jn. the 
Belgian Army medical service and 
fell under German fire. The news 
was withheld from Father Martin for 
fear that it might cause too much 
grief, As a matter of fact, he was 
never told of it up to the time of 
his own death, a :

WAR AIMS 


REPEATEDLY in the United 
States, in connection with the 


debates and discussions of the, 


past few months, the demand 
was made that Great Britain set 
forth her war aims. British 
| statesmen did not respond very 
_rendily_to_this_demand,_and_the 
reason for their attitude is not 
difficult to find. They knew, and 
thought the world ought to 


know, that the primary aim is 
the defeat of Hitler. That, they 
held, ought to be sufficient for 
the present. -As Miss‘ Dorothy 
Thompson, who has a genius for 
tearing away non-essentials, 
puts it, the aim of the 
democracies is to survive. 


However, this is a+ war of 
ideas as well as a war of nations. 
It is essential, if democracy is to 
survive, that Hitlerism, which is 
only old tyranny in modern 
guise, and which fs the central 
iden’ behind the, totalitarian 
states, should be downed. 
Hitlerism as well as Hitler must 
go. This is, apparently, what 
Mr Roosevelt meant when he 
stated in his radio talk: : 


"We willl not accept a Hitler-- 
dominated world -and we will not 
necept a world Hke the post-war 
world of the 1920's, in which the 
secds of Hitlerlsm: can again be 
planted and allowed to grow. 


“We will accept only a world con- 
secrated to freedom of. speech and 
expression—{reedom of every person 
to worship God in his own way— 
freedom from. want and freedom 
from terrorism." ° :

Eden meant when ho said to a 
London audience:

On September 1,: 1939, 
at 6 o’clock in the morning, 
one of the-secretaries of the 
Embassy informed me that 
the Warsaw wireless was 
broadcasting the news that 
German military. operations 
against Poland has begun 
by land, sea and in the air. 
Thus ended my diplomatic 
mission to Germany, with 
which I had been entrusted 
by my Government in the 
autumn of 1933. 


I had been sent to Berlin at 
a time when the National- 
Socialist revolution had begun 
to penetrate into every- sphere 
of ‘life in Germany. The Ger- 
man people, to whom nationalist 
catch-words and military drill 
had always. appealed, passively 
submitted to this new form of 
villeinage. The difficulties with 
awhich Hitler had to cope inside 
his own party, rent by contend- 
ing doctrines and personal am- 
_bitions, were ‘much more serious 
than those he encountered out- 
side from the opposing parties, 
which were suppressed without 
provoking any violent reaction 
in the country. . 


Serious. Menace 


It is still an open question 
whether Hitler, already in the 
first years ‘of his rule, was 
striving to establish German 
hegemony over Europe or whe- 


Former Polish Ambassador to Germany 


especially adapted to its politi- 
cal aims, was a very serious 
menace to -peace. Autarchy, 
introduced by Dr Schacht, mado
